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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application claims benefit of the provisional application: 
60/314,585 with a filing date 08/24, 2001 . 

2. The preliminary amendment including cancellation of claims 1-19, dated 
September 26, 2003, is acknowledged. Claims 20-25 are pending in the application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

In claim 20, page 4, line 6, after "methanesulphonyl", delete and insert 
--; wherein mono or di-substitutents of phenyl, phenoxy, or benzyloxy are 
independently selected from the group consisting of alkyl of 1 to 10 carbon 
atoms, alkoxy of 1 to 10 carbon atoms, halogen, nitro, trifluoromethyl, 
trifluoromethoxy, methanesulphonyl, and phenyl ;-- 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 20-25 are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious over the art of record, 
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and therefore are allowable. This invention relates to 3-substituted-3- 
(substitutedsulfonyl or sulfanyl) pyrrolidine-2,5-diones useful for inhibition of farnesyl- 
protein transferase. The closest reference is Epstein et al. US 6,740,675, which is the 
parent case of the instant application, discloses 3-substituted-3-(substitutedsulfonyl or 
sulfanyl) pyrrolidine-2,5-diones useful for inhibition of farnesyl-protein transferase. The 
difference between Epstein et al. '675 and instant claims is that instant claims are 
processes of making compounds of formula (I) of Epstein et al. Suggestion for 
modification of above record to obtain the instant claimed processes, has not been 
found. Claims 20-25 are allowed.
